A pitched battle between the myth­ 
ical March lion and the legendary 
lamb was In progress in the Buckeye 
state today. 
W ith all the state hissing at his 
entry, the lion stalked into Ohio from 
the south last night and w ith a ter 
rifle roar unleashed a cold rain, which, 
this morning, changed to a driving 
swirling snow flurry, reported gen­ 
eral over the southern half of the 
state. 
W ith 
baahing 
bleats, 
the 
lamb 
sidled In and drove the "king of the 
jungle” northward, so that snow flur­ 
ries may be expected In the northern 
part of the state this afternoon and 
In the northeastern section tonight. 
Cloudy In Cleveland. 
Meanwhile the timid 
beast 
will 
maintain his advance and bring fair 
weather to the southern half of the 
state late today, according to the gov­ 
ernm ent's weather observers. 
Toledo reported cloudy w eather con­ 
ditions as did Cleveland. 
When dusk settles o’er the state 
tonight, the lion will stage a rally 
and breathe forth the winds of coal 
weather sending the mercury down 
to about 22 degrees. And as the lion 
retreats, he will leave overcast skies 
that will favor a comeback. 
Rising Tem peratures Tomorrow 
W hen the shades of night lift to­ 
morrow, the lamb will shepherd for­ 
ward, and unfurl his banner of rising 
tem peratures. 
The lion will roar in 
protest and again unleash the water 
in the clouds, aud after that a des­ 
perate struggle 
will ensue 
to see 
whether the lion or lamb shall hold 
sway. 
And while the battle goes on, the 
rivers will flow on indifferently, well 
able to carry off the rains, and giving 
reassurance of “no flood dangers.” 
Thus in a monotonous and aggravat­ 
ing cycle, the tide of the strife will 
model Itself in the usual, seasonal 
March atm ospheric train—fair weath­ 
er, rain or snow and then cold.

tons, or $55,711,000 in the passenger department, making 
a combined saving of $248,71 1,(tot) in the last fivo year* 
pi fuel alone.

We h ear a lot these days about “the j 
a n a pluvial ie effects of foreign pro 
teins.” 
Don't be scared by these poll- j 
dc roil* words. 
They can be explained j 
in the language of the natives. 
You 
are a tw entieth century person and ■ 
want to know som ething about such j 
things. 
A solution containing a protein of : 
some so rt may bo injected into the ■ 
blood stream or the tissues of the j 
body. 
Perhaps it may be an unusual 
substance, something foreign to the 
normal and usual constiutents of the j 
body. 
One example of what I mean 
by sui Ii a “protein” is tho w hite of I 
un egg. 
You are familiar with the fact that j 
a serum has been found that protects 
against typhoid fever. 
Ordinarily, the j 
several infections produce very little 
painful or disturbing reactions. 
They 
result in “phophylaxis,” or protection 
against typhoid fever. 
Such serum s are really proteins, 
“ foreign proteins.” 
Most persons re­ 
act favorably to them. 
U nfortunately, 
however, 
in 
rare 
eases, instead of being “prophylatie,” 
or 
protective 
against 
the 
disease, 
they m ake the condition worse. 
In­ 
stead of helping, they do exactly the 
opposite. 
This is w hat is m eant by 
an anaphylactic state. 
The 
first dose may he received 
kindly, but after that the body re­ 
sents the reception of the strange pro­ 
teins. 
Instead of good effect, harmful 
symptoms aro observed. 
Damage has 
lweii done and an unpleasant condi­ 
tion results. 
There lias been produced a state of 
“anaphylaxis.” 
There 
is 
shock to 
the system. 
Some foods aet tIlia way in certain 
persons. 
It is indeed true that “ what 
is one person's food is another per­ 
son's poison. 
Hi ti ce we have gone so far into this 
subject, it would seem wise to com­ 
plete the discussion. 
In this connec­ 
tion let us consider asthm a: 
Not oui. 
certain germs, but also 
the consumption of certain foods, and 
the breathing of the em anations from 
animals, may cause an attack of asth ­ 
ma. 
Som ething is given off from the 
horse, or dog, o r cat, or the hair of 
tile rabbit, th at may cause a sensitive 
person to have an attack of asthma. 
But there are other ways of getting 
asthma. 
Egg, wheat, oats, milk, pork, 


shell fish, or some other familiar food, j 
may bring on the painful symptoms ot i 
asthma. 
Hay fever and certain skin condi­ 
tions calk'd hives or eczema, may be 
symptoms of anaphylaxis. 
T here is a 
failure of the system to tolerate the 
offending food, or the pollen of flow­ 
ers, or animal emanations, or w hat­ 
ever it ie th at is at fault. 
I have read of a m an who was so 
sensitive to egg album en—th e white 
of egg—that he could eat th e m eat 
of a rooster, but couldn't e at that of 
a ben! 
That Is a rem arkable example 
of real anaphylaxis. 
Heredity enters into the causation 
of anaphylaxis. 
It I* not uncommon 
for several 
m em bers 
of the same

T hat the failure of wives to have 
all that they desire In dress and fur­ 
nishings go far in contributing to a 
situation which finally results in di­ 
vorce, he indicated. 
“But I have not 
been able thus far to find out the 
cause of the first quarrel that led to 
a mutual dislike,” he said. 
He said th at he always asks those 
before him for divorce w hether he or 
she thinks it possible to live with the 
m ates again. 
"Invariably the answ er 
has always been ’No,’ " he Maid. 
H e traced th9 Initial beginnings of 
the home in the hum an family, de­ 
claring it to be the basis of existence, 
and showed th at to prevent theft and 
fighting between these early units of 
the race, law was established and the 
reign of governm ent begun. 
Urge* Qod-fearlng Homes. 
Crime, he pointed out, was done by 
young men betw een 20 and 30 years 
of age. 
H e said th at while punish­ 
m ent is necessary for the safety of 
society th at the incarceration of crim­ 
inals together usually m ade for worse 
tendencies and brought those released 
to the outside often worse than when 
placed In penal institutions. 
"Industrial conditions have had a 
lot to do with the increase of di­ 
vorce," he declared.

burgh last Sunday when he spoke of 
President Coolidge’s retirem ent. "Dr. 
K e rr well said th a t Americans have 
the best homes In the world.” the 
lyjlge declared. 
"It Is in such homes

th a t m uch o f ‘the «V’U p in g in g on 
divorce will be dissipated." 
Education Is Crime Solvent. 
"P roper education In homes could 
solve our problems as to increase In 
crimes. To this should be added the 
keeping of children above 12 years of 
age in Sunday school and church. At 
this age m any parents lose or appear 
to lose control of their children. 
It 
seems to m e th at m inisters as well as 
Sunday school teachers should stress 
more and more the disgrace and pun­ 
ishm ent 
th a t 
go 
with divorce and 
crime. 
Courts can not solve the 
criminal problem. 
"P aren ts should seek to make their 
children law-abiding, pure, honest and 
w ith decided purposes of becoming 
good citizens of their communities. 
I 
do not know how m any parents really 
try to teach their children these ten­ 
dencies these days; I do not know how 
m any parents are Incapable or Indif­ 
ferent In doing so. 
But 
it is certain 
th a t the prevailing situation Is such 
as to constitute a challenge to the 
clergy aud bar in their responsibility 
for changing conditions. 
"The doctrine of obedience to law 
m anifestly should be more universally 
taught in homes, school and church.

NEW GOVERNOR 
INAUGURATED 


W illiam G. Conley Takes 
O ath in State 
Arm ory. 


William G. Conley, Republican, was 
yesterday inaugurated as tho eigh­ 
teenth governor of West Virginia in 
the state armory in Charleston. Flans 
for an outdoor ceremony were allan- ! 
doncd owing to the heavy rain. 
IT. C. Ogden, Wheeling, was chair-, 
man 
of 
the 
inaugural 
ceremonies, I 
which followed a band concert by the 
West Virginia university and Charles­ 
ton bands. 
Reception was held last 
ni'iht in the executive mansion. 
Tile taxation problem of tile state 
was the dominant theme of Governor 
Conley’s address. 
Althugh the speech required but a ; 
half hour to deliver, the incoming gov­ 
ernor referred in it to taxation matters 
time after time, either through refer­ 
ence to his administrative policies or 
through recommendations to the legis­ 
lature. 
Vigorous handclapplng greet­ 
ed his statement calling “upon all offi­ 
cers, all citizens of West Virginia to 
aid in the enforcement of the laws and 
to join me in observing them.” 
He 
specificially named the prohibition law 
In 
the enforcement 
section 
o f his 
speech. 
Several constitutional amendments 
pending before the legislature received 
indorsement of Governor Conley who 
also restated his views upon water 
power and urged establishment and 
liberal provision for a research depart­ 
ment at West Virginia university. 
Against “Oligarchy." 
Amendments favored by the execu­ 
tive were those making the governor 
the budget officer of the stale; ad 
vanciug the date of the inauguration 
from March to January; creating the 
office of lieutenant-governor and pro­ 
viding for “a fair and reasonable clag 
siflcation of property for purposes of 
taxation.” 
The governor stated his opposition 
to the “aggrandizement” of state insti­ 
tutions "constantly reaching out and 
engaging in business” and said “there 
will be no office-holding oligarchy in 
West Virginia.” 
Reiterating a campaign statement 
the expenses of the government could 
be substantially reduced without les­ 
sening the efficiency of any govern­ 
mental functions, Conley urged that 
everybody in the public service “join 
me in an effort to lessen the growing 
burden of taxation.” 
Urges Efficiency. 
“Our efforts should be bent toward 
increased efficiency, rather than in­ 
creased expenditures of public money. 
Instead of studying new methods of 
spending more money, let us study 
new' methods of spending less.’ 
Discussing 
the 
taxation 
problem 
from its legislative possibilities, tho 
incoming 
governor 
said 
“the 
first 
thought of the legislature” should be 
to devise a method "for lessening the 
tax 
burden, 
especially 
upon those 
lands used for rcricultural purposes 
and for homes.” 
Tax revision likewise came in for 
treatment with the statement, “when 
all groups of taxpayers understand 
that they will be treated fairly and 
equitably, the Jealousies and appre­ 
hensions that now exist among them 
will disappear and we will be In better 
position to arrive at a more just and 
equitable system than now prevails.” .
